CRITICAL EXAMINATION OF THE NEW TESTAMENT. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: ! 

Cucaao, April 10.—A reading of “Der Alte 
und Neue Glaube, (The Old add New Belief or 
Faith), by Strauss, and a recent re-reading of the 
Lite of Christ,” by Renan, have induced me to 
critically examine the New Testament in the 
original Greek, to ascertain what it teaches con- 
cerning this wonderful mystery.

Here is a distinct and 
positive statement of Matthew that Christ was 
the God. John ., 1, reads: In the beginning 
was the Word, and the Word was with God, and 
the Word was God.” The fourteenth verse of 
the same chapter reads, in the common version, 
thus; “And the Word was made flesh 
and dwelt among us, 4e. Tue Greek 
here translated was made,” is egenelo, and 
should be rendered became, which would 
make the phrase read: And the Word became 
flesh,” etc., a strong and forcible statement that 
God Himself became flesh of His own will and

general laws under which any number of 
persons may organize themselves as a corpo- 
ration to conduct any kind of business which 
either one of them might do personally. 
These corporations under these laws have no 
special privileges, or rights, or immunities ; 
they are, in fact, mere partnerships, organized 
under a corporate form for the better con- 
venience of all the partners, because admit- 
ting a transfer of interests at any time with- 
out any interruption of the business or 
change of the name of the firm. The Rev- 
enue law of 1872 was framed on the princi- 
ple that each and every such corporation was 
a monstrous evil, threatening the well being 
of society and the liberties of the people, 
and therefore to be crushed by the heavy 
hand of taxation. Theréfore, the State pro- 
vided that these corporations, having invested 
their capital in property, should be taxed, 
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health, and life of a man, as to tax the dollar 


in his pocket. 

But our lew of 1872 treats the possession 
of money as an offense, to be punished ac- 
cordingly. It compels the man who has no 
money, but who borrows it, giving a lien on 
his horse or his farm as security, to pay a tax 


on the horse or farm, and also on the mort- 


gage, and on the property he may obtain 
with the money he borrows. It is true the 
law says the lender must pay the tax; but 


the lender who is willing to give the money: 


for 7 per cent adds thereto enough to cover 
the possible taxation, State, county, and 
town, say from 3 to 4 per cent, and the un- 
fortunate borrower has to pay an average of 3 
per cent interesta year extra in order to 
punish the man who has money to lend. 
By the aggregate amount of 
money loaned in Illinois on mortgage, and 
computing interest at 3 per cent, the people 


| of this State may estimate how many millions 


of dollars’ extra interest they pay annually 
under the delusion that they are punishing 
the mdhey-lender! Yet demagogues tell the 
people how this law relieves them of taxation 
when the fact is that, if all these laws taxing 
credits were repealed, there would be an abun- 
dance of cheap capital in Illinois to be bor- 
rowed on mortgage at 7 per cent, 

Unfortunately, the people will have to wait 
two years more before this evidence of igno- 
rant legislation can be repealed. 


HINTS FOR THE SUMMER.

A PUBLIC DANGER. 

The Common Council last winter, by reso- 
lution, submitted for popular adoption or re- 
jection the general municipal charter of 1872. 
The election on this question is to be held on 
Friday, April 23. There is great danger that 
this election may result disastrously, by rea- 
son of the inertness or apathy of the public.

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1872. It embraces, in terms, all the 
corporations of the State except the 
banks, savings banks, railway, horse- 
railway, bridge, ferry, plank-road, shipping 
and transportation companies, dock, life- 
insurance, fire-insurance, and towing com- 
panies; mining and hotel companies, build- 
ing and loan associations. How far mining 
of coal for sale, as distinguished from mining 
coal for use in manufactures, can be called a 
manufacturing business is a matter of doubt ; 
but this scarcely requires a question, because 
the Legislature has no power to tax one 
private corporation in a manner different 
from others, so that the exemption of capital 
stock of the bulk of the corporations of the 
State must practically apply to all. Taxa- 
tion of such corporations, both as to the rate 
and the manner, must be uniform. 

The only classes of corporations not 
reached by this exemption are the railways. 
These corporations, however, have sppealed 
to the United States Courts, and, under the 
decision of Judge Drummond, of the Cireuit 
Court, are protected from the double tax by 
injunction. We may, therefore, accept that 
the “ capital-stock tax has, by the Legisla- 
ture and by the Courts, been sponged out. 

It is to be regretted that the Illinois Legis- 
lature was not prepared to go a step farther 
and repeal that other provision of the Reve- 
nue law requiring credits and moneys to be 
taxed. In another article we refer to the de-

might well be exempted. The effect of our 
revenue laws has been vastly injurious to the 
welfare of the State. It has subjected 
the people to an unmerciful taxation in 
the way of interest, and has prevented 
the employment of capital here in the way of 
productive industry. Corporations are but 
the ion of a number of individuals 
who combine their several small sums of 
capital, and with the aggregate engage in 
business, and who separatély would be un- 
able to begin such business. The $50,000 
thus picked up from a dozen or twenty differ- 
ent persons is at once applied to employing 
labor, purchasing lumber, and converting 
that lumber into doors, window-sashes, and

THE CINCINNATI MUSICAL FESTIVAL. 

The managers of the Cincinnati Musical 
Festival, which will include seven entertain- 
ments during the afternoons and evenings of 
May 11, 12, 13, and 14, have issued an official 
catalogus which will be a valuable acquisi- 
tion to any musical library. This catalogue 
embraces, besides the programmes, biograph- 
ical sketches of the composers whose music 
is to be produced, and of the artists who are 
to assist at the Festival; also descriptive and 
critical articles on the prominent works to be 
given. This publieation will not only en- 
hance the enjoyment of those who are for- 
tunate enough to be present at the Festival, 
but it will afford some compensation to music- 
lovers who shall be compelled to forego that 
pleasure. 

The Cincinnati Musical Festival of this 
year is already an assured success. Last 
year it was an experiment, and the experi- 
ence gained cannot fail to inérease the brill- 
iancy of this year’s performances. The 
Festival of the present year has been organ- 
ized on the same general plan. It will be 
under the direct personal management of 
Mr. Tunoporz Txomas, assisted by Mr. Orro 
Sor, who has been living in Cincinnati 
during the past year and has had his choruses 
under constant drill, and Mr. Duptzy Bouck, 
who will preside at the organ. The orches- 
tra will have more than 100 instruments, of 
which Mr, Tuomas’ own band is the nucleus. 
The soloists of the Festival are Mrs. H. M. 
Swaru, of Boston, and Miss Ansm Wanwery, 
of Ohio, sopranos; Miss Au Loon Carr, 
of Srrakoscu’s cpera-troupe, and Miss Esa 
Onnen, of Cincinnati, contraltos; Mr, 
WIA J. Won, of New York, and Mr. 
H. Arn Biscnorr, formerly of Chica- 
go, tenors; Mr. M. W. Waurrney, the admir- 
able oratorio-singer, of Boston, and Mr. 
Paanz Remuentz, of New York, bass. It is 
to be expected that the chorus, with its long 
rehearsal and thorough drill, will be an im- 
provement even upon that of the last Festi- 
val, which found hearty praise from all the 
critics. 

The of this year’s Festival are 
very striking. It would be a difficult matter 
for anyone but Tuomas to crowd into an 
equal number of concerts so many varied and 
attractive compositions, and at the same time 


formed by an interested observer, exceeding 
1,500 legal voters who went near the polls. 
In the now-celebrated Twentieth Ward there 
were over 2,000 votes polled. It will be a 
very easy thing for a dozen of designing men 
in each division to stuff 6,000 to 10,000 votes 
for the charter, and thus produce the utmost 
confusion and demoralization in the City Gov- 
ernment. To allow that charter to be adopt- 
ed, even by accident, would work incalculable 
mischief. 

In the first place, it would repeal the 
present entire City Charter; not merely 
amend it, but repeal it, and the new charter 
will take instant effect. 

The charter of 1872 is, as we have said, 
wholly inapplicable to a city like Chicago. 
Its adoption would plunge the city in the 
most inextricable confysion. It would over- 
turn every department and substitute nothing 
equivalent in its place. It would, moreover, 
introduce the utmost confusion in the terms 
of city officers. The first election under it for 
Mayor could not take place until April, 1877, 
while some of the newly-created officers 
would be elected in April, 1876, and others 

uld have to be elected in November, 1875. 

The Legislature has re-enacted in part the 
law known as the Mayor's kill; it has also 
amended Bill 300; and with the old charter 
and these supplemental bills the city can get 
along until the people have an opportunity to 
vote in August next upon the new general 
charter. If by any accident the charter of 
1872 be adopted on the 23d inst., it will pre- 
vent the adoption of the new charter at the 
election in August next. It will not only 
destroy the present charter, but also the new 
charter to be voted for in August, ldaving us 
nothing but the inapplicable and useless 
charter of 1872. It will cut off all the 
limitations and safegmards of the proposed 
new charter of 1875, especially the limitations 
on salaries and rates of taxation. It will 
transfer all our city elections to April, when 
there is no registry law, and reduce them to 
the level of the farcical elections of last week, 
where the result was reached, not by voting, 
but by stuffing the ballots in the boxes with- 
out reference to the number of voters, or their 
residence, or their right to vote. It will be 
the funeral of all honest or legal government 
in Chicago, and the end of all respect for 
even the forms of decent elections. 

To prevent such a public calamity it will 
require that voters take the trouble te go to 
their respective polls on the 23d and vote 
against the charter of 1872, and also to organ- 
ize vigilance committees against ballot-boz 
stuffing.

The General Prospect and Out- 
look for 1878. 


The Indications and Predictions of a 
Prosperous Year Already 
Verified. 


The Hotel Business as Viewed from the 
Grand Pacific and Elsewhere. 


A New Departure at Keith Brothers, 


The present prospects of business for the 
year are natural subjects of interest and of so- 
licitade among all classes, and though opinion 
and expectation are in the main rosy with hope, 
there is some diversity in views and conjectures.

Fifth, money is superabundant at 
lowest rates of interest, and must remain so for 
some time to come, setting aside the danger 
arising from a common gendency to speculative 
enterprises. These appear to be elemental con- 
ditions of a fundamental character, insuring 

A GRADUAL RESTORATION OF BUSINESS ACTIVITY 
to a normal standard,—a restoration that seems 
both probable and certain, excepting in the very 
improbable contingency of a wide failure of crops. 
Conversations with the leading dry-goods firma, 
Field, Leiter & Co., Richards, Shaw, Fitch & 
Winslow, and others, indicate earnest prepara- 
ticns for a year of unprecedented activity, while 
the experience of the past two weeks has been 
the actual “sa of the busiest season of 
some years. It is so in hardware, clothing, 
boots and shoes, and in every department of 
commerce. Even the real estate interest, after 
a cold and sluggish sleep of a year, has felt the 
entrance of spring sap into its circulation, and 
Neue of the waking energies of commerce. 

Brown reports the mand for sub- 
urban property and homestead sites in all 
bis outside districts, Park Ridge, Evanston, 
Gleneoe, Thornton, Desplaines, and Hyde Park, 
as indicating a sort of prospective rush not only 
for cheap homes, but for business engagements 
of this character.

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A Large Force in Pursuit of the Fugitive 
Savages. 


Special Diepateh to The Chicage Tridwne. 

Luaverworts, Kan., April 10.—An official 
dispatch from the Cheyenne Agency to Gen. 
Pope gives particulars of a revolt at that Agenoy 
on April 6. While the guards were attempting 
to iron one of the Stone Calf Indians, the pris 
oner broke away. The guards fired, and hit him. 
This provoked several shots from the 
camp of the hostile Cheyenves, causing great 
consternation. The hostile Indians, men, wom- 
en, and children, fled to the Saad Hills. The 
friendly Indians stood true. Capt. Rafferty, in 
command of sixty cavalrymen, was sent in pur- 
suit of the fugitives. He waa reinforced by Gen. 
Neill with three companies. Owing to the depth 
of the sand, the troops had to dismount and charge 
on foot. The Indians held their position in the 
hills until night, aud then retreated under cover 
of darkness. The troops was repulsed three 
times, with a loss of six mortally and ten slightly 
wounded. Gen. Pope has started all the avail- 
able troops from Hayes, Dodge, and North Fork 
cantonments to intercept the fugitive Indians, 
mostly unarmed, and they are certain to be re- 
captured. Few have revolvers and knives con- 
ceaied. 

Some excitement prevaile among the Indian 
prisoners at Fort AL. The most dangerous are 
heavily ironed. 

At Gen. Sheridan’s headquarters in this city 
the news of the battle was confirmed by the re- 
ceipt of a brief dispatch from Fort Sill. Full 
details had not been received. The troops, the 
dispatch stated, had lost sixteen killed and 
wounded. A force nad been sent from Fort 
Sill and the Cheyenne Agency in pufsuit of the 
rebellious redskins, of whom there were said to 
be about 2,000.
